Body is 
found in 
Romulus 

A woman's body discovered 
in Romulus early Friday morn- 
ing has been identified as a 27- 
year-old Inkster resident. 

Police officials said Tuesday 
the former Romulus resident 
died of strangulation. They are 
considering several suspects in 
connection with her death. 

The victim's body was first 
discovered at approximately 3 
a.m., Friday near Venoy Road 
and Ecorse. Police were un- 
able to identify the body or 
cause of death until an inves- 
tigation was completed by the 
Wayne County Morgue. Also 
assisting were officials from 
the Detroit Police Department 
and the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation.

Resident is 
charged in 
rape of baby 

A 17-year-old Romulus teen 
was charged Sunday in the sex- 
ual assault of a 15-month-old 
girl. 

Marcael Mario Dixon was 
arraigned in an out-county 
court before Judge Carolyn 
Archbold. He has been charged 
with first degree sexual con- 
duct, a charge that could result 
in a life sentence in prison. 

Bond for the defendant was 
set at $100,000 cash, and he 
awaits a Nov, 8 preliminary ex- 
amination from Wayne County 
jail. 

An investigation began Oct. 
25 when the victim's 18-year- 
old mother asked the defendant 
to care for her child while she 
was at work, 

The mother told police offi- 
cials she left for work at 3 p.m. 
and returned at approximately 
11 p.m. The following morning, 
the mother noticed her baby 
was severely injured while 
changing the infant's diaper.

Civic league receives a 
$7,500 grant for park

The Romulus Civic League 
was among 43 community 
organizations to be the first re- 
cipients of Neighborhood Buil- 
ders Alliance mini-grants from 
state officials last month. 

Awards totalled $340,oou and 
ranged from $1,000 to $10,000 
for 43 community improve- 
ments in 21 counties statewide. 

The Romulus Civic League, 
which formed nearly 30 years 
ago to offer positive activities 
for neighborhood youth, will re- 
ceive $7,500 for a neighborhood 
park-rehabilitation project. 
League members plan to de- 
velop land near an existing 
club recreation facility, on 
Wahrman Road. 

Ultimately, the new park 
area will contain a playground, 
basketball courts, picnic tables 
and barbecue grills, according 
to Willie Hester, Civic League 
president. 

During the fall, Hester said, 
members will clear the four 
lots to prepare for develop- 
ment, 

“As soon as it’s spring, we 
anticipate ordering equipment 
and getting started. We hope to 
have the park completed by 
June,” Hester said. 

League members were in 
formed of the award last 
month, Hester said. He 
traveled to Lansing to learn ab 
out details and guidelines for 
using the funds. 

The Neighborhood Builders 
Alliance is designed to forge 
partnerships between the state 


and community organizations. 
The funds may be used to im- 
prove neighborhoods, state 
officials said. 

The mini-grant program was 
formed to fund small or new 
projects that could not compete 
for larger grants. 

“Many of these groups have 
the potential to become moving 
forces in the improvement of 
their communities,” said Gov- 
ernor James Blanchard. 
“These mini-grants are our 


way of telling them that we be- 
lieve in the work they are 
doing.” 

As Civic League members 
prepare to utilize their grant, 
they need the help of local 
volunteers, Hester said. The 
most imminent project is the 
removal of trees and brush 
from the development site.

Contract is 
approved for 
Wick project

Taking the next step neces- 
sary to facilitate the extensive 
proposed Metro World Centre 
development, Romulus offi- 
cials Monday night selected a 
contractor to complete pre- 
liminary Wick Road improve- 
ments. 

Members of the Romulus 
Tax Increment Finance Au- 
thority approved a $L5 million 
contract with Dan’s Excavat- 
ing to pave a section of Wick 
Road from Wickham west to 
Lisa and install necessary utili- 
ties along the way. Wick will 
also be extended as a two-lane 
road approximately 8,000 feet. 
Original estimates for these 
improvements came to $2.1 
million. 

This project is considered 
part of Phase I in the Wick 
Road improvement project 
approved by the TIFA board 
and city council earlier this 
year. City officials also 
approved an $8 million bond 
issue to fund these projects. In 


a TIFA area, revenue gener- 
ated by new development is 
“captured” to refund the ori- 
ginal investment. 

When city officials agreed to 
the Wick project, they hoped to 
pave the way for the proposed 
Metro World Centre develop- 
ment. This multi-use develop- 
ment would consist of confer- 
ence centers, office buildings, 
apartment complexes and a 
college facility, The site is 
bounded by Wick Road, Merrb 
man, Venoy and Smith. De- 
veloper Llwyd Eceelstone last 
year wrote city officials a letter 
promising to commit $66 mil- 
lion to the project, 

Dennis Oakes, Romulus 
director of community de 
velopment, told TIFA mem- 
bers Monday that the 8, 000-foot 
extension of Wick road will 
take it between two small lakes 
on the development site. It is 
hoped to facilitate the con- 
struction of the first buildings 
for the development. 

The paving project is ex 
pected to be completed by the 
end of 1990, 


Local woman will 
march at Capitol

Several area residents - in- 
cluding a Romulus woman - 
will visit Washington, D.CL, 
Nov. 12 to rally for women’s 
abortion rights, 

Romulus resident Catalina 
Ilall is organizing transporta- 
tion to the march. At least four 
buses, she said, from the De- 
troit area will be used. 

During a similar march 
staged in April, 3,000 people 
from the Detroit area attended, 
Hall said. 

“I believe we’ll send 3,000 
this time, too,” she explained 
Hall described the event as 
“a mobilization to save 
women's lives and encourage 
lawmakers to maintain the 
legality of abortion,” Making 
abortion illegal. Hall said, is a 
way of enslaving women. 

“Those are basic rights - 
when to have a pregnancy and 
when to abort it,” Hall said. 


“We’re also very concerned 
about the parental-consent 
bill.” 

The proposed Michigan 
parental-consent bill, if 
approved, would require 
minors to obtain permission 
from a parent before having an 
abortion, The bill has been 
approved by members of both 
the state House of Representa 
tives and Senate. 

Gov. James Blanchard has 
yet to sign the bill into law. 

Requiring consent forces 
young women to admit to their 
parents that they are having 
sexual relations but leaves 
teenage boys “in the clear,” 
Hall said. 

“We’re letting the young 
males in this country off with 
no responsibility whatsoever,” 
Hail explained. 

If passed, the consent law 
would be ineffective. Hall said. 

“If a child is witling to talk to

Trial date is set in roadside burning case

The two men charged with 
setting a 19-y car-old Taylor 
woman on fire last June will 
stand trial beginning March 19 
in Detroit Recorder’s Court. 

James Joseph Cam ill i, 39* 
and his son-in-law. Vaster Lee 
Mills, 24, are charged with one 
count each of assault with in- 
tent to commit murder in con- 
nection with the incident. 

Gasoline was reportedly 
splashed on Kristen Grauman 
at 12:30 a.m., June 24 near In- 
kster Road and Eureka in 
Romulus. She was then set on 
fire. 


The defendants, who await 
trial from Wayne County jail, 
will be tried before .Judge Ed 
ward Thomas in Hu* Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice. Camilli 
wil be defended by Henry 
Scharg, and Mills will be repre- 
sented by John Stewart. The 
prosecutor in this case is Doug- 
las Raker. 

Grauman, who received 
burns to approximately 60 per 
cent of her body, had been 
under treatment at ihe Uni- 
versity of Michigan Medical 
Center, in Ann Arbor, until her 
release in October Grauman 
has indicated in televised inter- 
views that she intends to testify 
against her alleged attackers 


when they go to trial. 

Testimony from previous 
hearings, including the pre- 
liminary examination, alleges 
that the defendants went to the 
Pine Ridge apartment com- 
plex in Taylor to search for 
Ca milli's girlfriend. While 
there, the men reportedly be- 
came involved in an alterca- 
tion with several men at the 
complex. Eventually, accord- 
ing to testimony, these men 
smashed in nearly all of the 
windows of Camillas car. 

The defendants, according to 
testimony, allegedly filled a 
pop bottle with gasoline at a 
Taylor gas station, planning to 
use it to “bomb" the apartment 


complex. 

On the way, they reportedly 
slopped to pick up Grauman, 
who reportedly agreed to give 
them directions to a crack 
house, according to court testi- 
mony . 

When the men did not follow 
her directions, the young 
women reportedly tried to 
climb out of the car. During the 
struggle, Grauman h s attackers 
splashed her with gasoline. 
Dropped by the roadside, the 
young women extinguished the 
flames in a ditch filled with wa- 
ter, according to witness testi- 
mony. 

For several months, Gran- 
ina n was unable to speak, and 


Romulus police officials in- 
vestigated the case without her 
assistance. Suspects were 
arrested two months after the 
attack. 

Already facing charges in his 
h o m clown, Brownstown 
Township, Camilli was an in- 
mate at Wayne County jail 
when arrest warrants were 
issued for the men Aug, 16. 

During arraignment in the 
34th District Court in Romulus 
Aug. 18, Camilli and Mills were 
each charged with one count of 
assault with intent to commit 
murder. They underwent a pre- 
liminary examination Aug. 29 
before being bound over to Re- 
corder's Court.

Former police official dies at age 51 


Former Romulus police offi- 
cial, John Lewis, 52, died of a 
massive heart attack Friday 
evening. 

Lewis, a corporal for the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s De- 
partment, served as inspector 
deputy chief lor the Romulus 
police department from 1984 
until 1986. He also worked as a 
juvenile officer for the city 
from 1974 until 1980. 

The Romulus resident began 
his career in law enforcement 
in 1969 when he accepted a posi- 
tion with the sheriff’s depart- 
ment, Previously, Lewis was 
employed as an attendance 


officer for the Detroit board of 
education. His formal educa- 
tional background was in 
psychology and guidance. He 
attended the Detroit Institute 
of Technology and Eastern 
Michigan University. 

Lewis' most recent post at 
the Sheriff’s department was in 
the Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port division. 

In addition. Lewis was active 
in several community and pro- 
fessional organizations, includ- 
ing the National Association for 
the advancement of Colored 
People, the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Officer Association 
and the Association of Gui- 


dance Counselors of Michigan. 
Lewis served as a volunteer 
probation officer for the 34th 
District Court in Romulus and 
as a volunteer counselor for 
several years. 

Lewis is survived by his sons 
Eric and Daryl of Detroit; 
brothers Yusef Lewis of High- 
land Park, Dr. William Kirk- 
ling of Chicago and Herald 
Ki riding of Chicago and sister 
Jean Lowe of Chicago. 

Funeral arrangements have 
been made through Crane’s 
Funeral Home. Visitation was 
from 4 to 9 p.m., Tuesday after- 
noon, and burial was 
yesterday. 


City tracks source 
of untapped water

Beliefs that the Detroit Met- 
ropolitan Airport, in Romulus, 
is a major source of water loss 
in the city were validated Oct, 
23, in an report from an outside 
consulting firm. 

Romulus city officials last 
year realized that inefficient 
meters and leaks were causing 
a 30-percent water loss and au- 
thorized a water audit. The re- 
sults of the audit were pre- 
sented to city councilmembers 
by officials from Pitometer 
Associates, the firm conduct- 
ing the study. 

The report outlined reasons 
for the losses and offered sug- 
gestions to alleviate them. All 
master meters for water lines 
from Detroit to Romulus were 
examined, as were 300 residen- 
tial meters and 180 miles of the 
Romulus water main, accord- 
ing to Paul Kroushel, Pito- 
meter vice president and dis- 
trict manager. 

Targeted as part of the prob- 
lem are water lines for the air- 
port, Kroushel said. Of 480,000 
gallons of water flowing 
through airport lines every 
day, only 70,000 gallons had 
been accounted for when Pito- 
meter representatives began 
testing. 

The airport is being blamed 
for 8 percent of the 30-percent 
water loss. 

“You are, in essence, support- 
ing the FAA (Federal Aviation 
Authority) or the county,” 


Kroushel told city officials. 

Kroushel suggested several 
reasons for the airport loss, in- 
cluding county fire flow-tests, 
unmetered connections and 
leaks. 

Another identified problem 
was a meter for a water line on 
Huron River Drive, near Penn- 
sylvania Road. The meter was 
inaccurate, Kroushel said. 
Workers from the city depart- 
ment of public works have now 
repaired the meter. 

Of the 30-percent water loss, 
Kroushel said, 5 percent can be 
attributed to leaking water 
lines. Kroushel helped city 
DPW workers to locate the 
leaks, in order to repair them. 

In addition, 3 percent of the 
loss is from inaccurate meters, 
Kroushel said. The meters 
have now been repaired or re- 
placed. 

Other sources of lost water 
include unavoidable leakage (7 
percent), domestic (1 percent) 
and commercial (I percent), 
the report stated. 

Kroushel recommended the 
installation of at least two mas- 
ter meters at the airport, the 
examination of all existing 
meters at least once a week, 
the encouragement of resi- 
dents to use outdoor meters 
and making water-leakage re- 
pair a top DPW priority. 

A final report from Pito- 
meter - expected within one 
month - will contain a more 
specific program for testing 
and repair, Kroushel said.

These applica- 
tions are for registered voters 
who become physically dis- 
abled or must leave the city be- 
cause of an illness or death in 
the family which made it im- 
possible to apply by deadline.

The entire student body will 
vote on these changes. 

These ideas are not the stu- 
dents 1 only hopes for impro- 
ving spirit. They plan to encour- 
age people to attend more sport- 
ing events with publicity and 
assemblies and to encourage 
teacher input.

Robert Olson, who manages 
a Realty World office in Canton 
Township, agreed with Hunt’s 
findings. 

“1 just have a good feeling 
With the way the market is 
going, we're up from last 
year/* Olson said. 

Sales in October have been 
strong, Olson said interest 
rates have remained low, at 
approximately 9.5 percent on 
15-year mortgages, 10 percent 
on 30-year loans. 

Willie Williams, an agent for 
Earl Keim Realty, in Inkster, 
believes the market should re* 
main buyer-oriented fora brief 
period but will eventually “tap- 


er off/* 

“(Sellers 1 ) listing expires/ 1 
Williams said. “They’re not 
going to re-list until probably 
next year. The auto industry is 
not doing too well, and that 
affects the home market/ 1 

Williams agreed, however, 
that the current market is a 
buyers' market, because plen- 
ty of homes are available. 

In Inkster, Williams said, 
buyers will find the lowest 
prices in all of western Wayne 
County. 

“Other than in the city of De- 
troit, l would say the prices are 
lower in Inkster than anywhere 
else in the area/' Williams 
said. 

The median Detroit area 
home price in September was 
$80,500, Hunt said. That brings 


the year-to-date median to 
$77,000, which is 8.9 percent 
higher than the median price of 
$72,000 in September 1988. 

Lending institutions have 
been competing strongly this 
year, Hunt said, which benefits 
potential home lenders by re- 
sulting in lower interest rates. 

Those people who want to 
buy homes should consider 
buying now because of possible 
future trends, Hunt said, 

“Many will be surprised at 
what they can still get in to- 
day's market/’ Hunt ex- 
plained, “We think prices here 
will continue to rise faster than 
the national rate. So building 
up of equity over the next few 
years will help these buyers 
move up the housing ladder at a 
later time/*

Fighting 

experience 

I am writing in regard to the 
article carried on the front page 
of the October 19, 1989 edition of 
the Wayne Eagle which was en- 
titled “Council hopefuls fight 
experience*" and. more specifi- 
cally, to address the comments 
made by Mr. James Netter. 

There are two very important 
areas in which I wish to set the 
record straight regarding the 
misinformation which he would 
have Wayne voters to believe. 
Mr. Netter*s interpretation of 
the rezoning application which 
was submitted by Wolverine 
Human Services for the Calvary 
Baptist Church property is in 
correct both in his description of 
the “boot camp" which was 
proposed for the property and in 
his interpretation of the present 
City Council s handling of the 
matter. 

First of all, Wolverine Human 
Services applied for a rezoning 
in order to put a diagnostic cen- 
ter for adolescent boys into the 
former church building. His re- 
ference to the facility as a “boot 
camp" is not a fair or accurate 
definition of the proposed prop- 
erty use. 

Furthermore, and of much 
more relevance at present, Mr. 
Net ter N s reference to our pre- 
sent City Council as victims of 
“incumbent's disease" is an 
even more unfair and distorted 
account of what transpired in 
the rezoning issue. He is 
attempting to use this issue to 
present himself as a hero to the 
residents of Wayne. Mr. Netter 
may not fairly accuse the City 
Council of being “all ready" to 


approve the zoning change. 
There is no way he could know 
what they were ready to do, 
which is why a vote is taken. 

All of the proper and legal ac- 
tions required in regard to this 
application were followed and, 
in fact, I can think of three par- 
ticular ways in which the City 
Council showed precisely the 
opposite of any indifference to 
their position as elected offi- 
cials, Each of these required 
time and effort above and 
beyond that which was required 
in order to process the applica- 
tion for rezoning. First, the 
Mayor and many Council mem- 
bers attended an informational 
meeting which was held at the 
Calvary Baptist Church prior to 
the public hearings. Second, the 
Mayor instructed that the 
boundaries for individual not* 
fication of the public hearing be 
extended to include a much lar 
ger area than that which is nor- 
mally and legally required. 
Finally, several members of the 
City Council look the time to 
accept Wolverine Human Ser- 
vice's invitation to visit and in- 
spect the other facilities which 
they operate, II is my opinion that 
all of these facts indicate 
quite the opposite of any indif- 
ference to their position as 
elected officials. To the con- 
trary, it would seem to indicate 
a sensitivity to the people they 
represent. Few rezoning ap- 
plications require the extra 
time and effort that our City 
Council expended in this inst- 
ance. 

With regard to Mr. Natter's 
complaint about having to go 
out and collect 1,700 signatures 
to support his opposition to the 


rezoning, it is my opinion that he 
is complaining about the very 
process which makes our coun- 
try great. Try right to petition our 
government, whether local, 
state or federal, is a privilege 
and an opportunity which other 
countries do not enjoy. Rather 
than successfully presenting 
himself as a hero, it is my opin- 
ion that Mr. Netter has - by his 
own words - indicated a lack of 
understanding of what it means 
to responsibly hold public office. 
Elected officials do not only listen 
to the complaints and criticisms 
of the public. Elected offi- 
cials are called upon to act with- 
in the guidelines of the taws and 
become familiar with the issues 
in order to make responsible 
and educated decisions, all the 
while maintaining a sensitivity 
to the expressed concerns and 
desires of the public. Our City 
Council followed all of these 
guidelines in the rezoning issue 
to which Mr. Netter refers 
and, if this a disease, then we 
should pray that il would be- 
come an epidemic.

Proposals better than 
status quo 

Although I agree with much of 
the content of your October 26, 
1989 editorial, which attempted 
to explain the two November 
school finance ballot proposals, 
1 must take strong exception to 
your summary and recom- 
mendations, By suggesting that 
voters reject both proposals 
“A" and “B" and therefore “de- 
mand" the perfect solution to 
the school finance dilemma by 


our state legislators is totally 
unrealistic and flies in the face 
of common sense. 

First, and foremost, local dis 
tricts no longer have the luxury 
of obtaining yet another time de- 
lay in which to address this proh- 
lem. The young people in 
school today need the tools and 
now to prepare for careers in 
the 21st Century. We can't 
afford to wait even one more 
semester. Furthermore, your 
suggestion that we can either 
expect or demand action by the 
legislature, now that these two 
options have been made avail 
able to Michigan voters, is wish- 
ful thinking at best and totally 
ignores the reality of the politic- 
al process. You certainly must 
be aware of how difficult, how 
compromising and how long it 
has taken for any fiscal reform 
to reach this November 7 ballot. 

Your comment that neither 
plan offers an “ideal" or even an 
“adequate solution" to 
school finance reform may be 
true. However, we must start 
somewhere because although we 
don't make the rules, we 
must play by them. If this “less 
than perfect" option is all that’s 
available, we had better take it 
while we can. Although I ge- 
nuinely believe Proposal “B“ is 
better for our community be- 
cause of its inherent 41 percent 
decrease in school operating 
millage. Proposal “A surely 
beats the status quo. Because 
the success of the two proposals is 
so very critical to the future of 
eduction, I recommend a “YES' 1 
vote on both Propsals “A” and 
“B".

Frankly, my dear, I think I 
know why old Rhett Butler 
didn’t give a damn. 

If that twit Scarlett O'Hara 
had listened to her mammy and 
learned to cook like other Geor- 
gia women, she'd have had 
Rhett crawling through down- 
town Atlanta on his knees to woo 
her. After a visit to this culinary 
cradle of civilization last week 
and a great deal of first-hand 
research, there is no doubt ab- 
out the superiority of southern 
kitchens. 

There were cinnamon rolls 
that had to be weighted down 
with pecans and sticky brown- 
sugar syrup to keep them from 
floating away, biscuits that 
smelled like heaven and needed 
to be slathered with butter and 
peach preserves to keep them 
on the plate, fried chicken even 
my grandmother couldn’t do 
better and breakfasts that 
lasted all day. 

The first-hand research in- 
cluded all these treats and 
more. There was a chocolate 
cake that had to be sent directly 
from the angels, baked by a chef 
who “just didn't have time for 
anything real special.” There 
were desserts that would turn 
the heads of even the most jaded 
yuppie and bowls of cholesterol- 
laden treats that would have 
sent even the healthiest arteries 
into screams of protest. 

Southern society has a cen- 
tury-old cure for the “yankee” 
problem of cholesterol, y’see. 
As my mama and my grandma 
often told me, “Honey, you get 
in there and wash those walls, 
put up those tomatoes and then 
get that ironin’ done, and you 
won’t have any problems at all 
with sleepin’.” That philosophy 
is still adhered to in the south 
where a days work is guaran- 
teed to cure stress, produce 
good muscle tone and clean out 
the arteries. These folks consid- 
er aerobics a pure waste of ener- 
gy. ..“think of all the things a 
body could be a doin’ with that 
energy.” 

The desserts they serve in 
Georgia are nearly all from re- 
cipes handed down for centuries 
or so. The reason they don’t 
come up with new ones is pretty 
simple. You can’t improve on 
perfection. 

Miss Margaret’s 
fudge pudding 

2 sticks butter, melted 
2 cups sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
6 tablespoons cocoa 
4 eggs 

1 cup flour, sifted 
pinch of salt 
1/4 cup pecans 

Cream together the butter, 
sugar, vanilla and cocoa. Light- 
ly beat the eggs and add to the 
the sugar mieture. Sift together 
the flour and salt and add to 
sugar mixture. Blend in the 
nuts. Pour the batter into an un- 
greased 8 x 8-inch pan. Place 
this pan inside another larger 
pan, the bottom of which is co- 
vered with water. As it bakes, 
the top will form a crust, but the 
tinside will remain pudding- 
like. Bake 45 minutes in a prehe- 
ated 325 degree oven. Spoon into 
bowls and serve hot with vanilla 
ice cream.

• Again, roll dough at opposite end 
of sheet toward the cook and over 
chicken. Cup with hands. 

• Fold over right flap of dough. 

Cup with hands. 

• Roll any remaining dough over 
chicken for final time and cup with 
hands to seal. 

This process may sound intimidat- 
ing, but it becomes easier after prac- 
ticing for a few times. The finished 
product slightly resembles an egg 
roll and is ready for the oven. The 
chicken will have 10 layers of dough 
on all sides. 

Below is the actual recipe for the 
chicken strudel and some recom- 
mended dishes to accompany it. Ail 
recipes were supplied by Murphy. 

Chicken stnnfel 

2 8-ounce chicken breasts, diced 

1 onion, diced 

2 stalks of celery, diced 

3 ounces mushrooms, diced 

1 carrot, peeled and diced 

2/3 cup heavy cream 

1 teaspoon tarragon 

1/2 teaspoon garlic powder 

1/4 teaspoon white pepper 

1 tablespoon chicken base 

2 ounces com starch mixed with 

3 ounces water 

Saute onions until half done. Add cel- 
ery. Cook 2 minutes. Add carrots and 
mushrooms. Cook an additional 2 mi- 
nutes. Add diced chicken, stirring mix- 
ture to prevent sticking. Add seasonings 
and cream. Bring mixture to boil and 
stir over heat until chicken is fully 
cooked. Adjust seasonings if necessary. 
Stir together com starch and water. Add 
to chicken mixture and bring back to 
boil. Simmer for 2 minutes. Refrigerate 
thickened mixture until it is cold. Place 4 
ounces of mixture on buttered phyllo 
dough. Roll dough, folding in on sides. 
Bake in 400-degree oven approximately 


35 minutes or until golden brown. Makes 
4 to 6 servings.

1 1/2 bags fresh spinach 
12 strips bacon, cut into 1/2 Inch 

pleo 

1/2 cup mayonnaise 

1 leek, finely cut 
1/8 cup salad oil 

1/8 cup red wine vinegar 

3 tablespoons sugar 

11/2 teaspoons dijon mustard 

2 tablespoons bacon drippings 

Cook bacon in saute pan until ren- 
dered. Spoon bacon on paper towels to 
cool. Keep bacon fat. 

Wash spinach and remove thick 
stems. Be sure to wash carefully, be- 
cause spinach can be very sandy. 

Combine remaining ingredients to 
make dressing and whip. Taste and ad- 
just flavor with salt and pepper. Com- 
bine spinach and dressing. Toss. Place 
on chilled salad plates. Top with bacon. 

Tomato saffron sauce 

2 cups tomato Juice 

2 teaspoons red wine vinegar 

2 teaspoons sugar 

1/4 teaspoon white pepper 

1 teaspoon salt 

1/4 teaspoon saffron 

1 tablespoon com starch mixed with 

2 tablespoons water 

Mix juice, vinegar, sugar, white pep- 
per, salt and saffron in a thick sauce pan. 
Bring mixture to a boil. Simmer for 5 
minutes. Taste and adjust seasonings. 
Thicken with com starch and water mix- 
ture. This is a good sauce to accompany 
the chicken strudel dish. 

Lime mousse 

3 large eggs 

3 large egg yolks 

3/4 cup sugar 

1/2 cup fresh lime juice 

1 tablespoon grated lime zest 

7 tablespoons chilled unsalted butter 

cut in small pieces 

3/4 cup whipping cream 

Whisk eggs and yolks together in a 
heavy saucepan until foamy. Whisk in 
sugar and lime juice. Mix in zest. Stir 
over low heat until mixture thickens to a 
heavy custard consistency (approx- 
imately 8 minutes) Do not allow mixture 
to boil. Remove from heat and whisk in 
butter. Cook until mixture is very thick, 
approximately 1 hour. Whip heavy 
cream until soft peaks form. Fold into 
cold custard. Spoon mixture into serving 
glasses. Serve with fresh fruit. 


Chicken ‘pockets’ 
are deceiving and 
packed with flavor

Not quite a cross between chicken 
pot pie and a delicate pastry, chick- 
en strudel is a perfect way to fool 
guests into thinking that their host 
slaved over dinner. But it's a harm- 
less deception. 

Chicken strudel is wrapped in 
phyllo dough (used for spinach pie 
and baklava), creating the image of 
a complicated preparation. 

A group of area residents learned 
the secrets to this recipe during a 
special, one-session class offered in 
the Romulus Community Schools 
adult-education program last week. 
They were instructed by Chef Greg 
Murphy, of the Plymouth-based Cafe 
Bon Homme restaurant. 

Murphy acquired his culinary 
s kill s at Schoolcraft College, in Livo- 
nia, and perfected his craft while 
working with a master chef from the 
renowned The Golden Mushroom 
restraurant, in Southfield. 

In his current job, Murphy pre- 
pares chicken strudel regularly. It is 
not a fancy dish, he said, but is a 
light recipe. 

‘‘It’s more of an everyday meal. 
It's not like steak,” he explained. 

During the two-hour lesson last 
week, Murphy guided his students 
through every step necessary for the 
dish. 

The first step of preparation is to 
saute in butter onions, celery car- 
rots and mushrooms. The onions 
should be placed in the pan long be- 
fore the other ingredients, Murphy 
said, because onions are fibrous and 
take the most time to cook. Celery 
should also be given extra time. 

Next, “in goes the chicken.” For 
the class, Murphy supplied 10 pounds 
of chicken, which was cut in small 
pieces. Adding flavor to the concoc- 
tion were chicken and beef base, spi- 
cy dijon mustard, garlic, tarragon 
and white pepper. 

Alternative ingredients are spi- 
nach, broccoli or asparagus, Murphy 
said. To spice up the chicken - which 
tends to be bland - the cook can add 
sherry, brandy or cognac. Or beef 
can be used, instead of chicken. 

After adding flavor, Murphy said, 
It is important to make the mixture

as thick as possible. This step is 
most easily done by combining corn 
starch with milk or water and stir- 
ring it into the chicken and veget- 
ables. Do not forget to add liquid to 
the corn starch, Murphy warned. It 
prevents lumps. 

The mixture should be properly 
thickened in two minutes. Then, it 
must be thoroughly cooled. As a 
short cut, Murphy put the chicken in 
a long, flat pan and placed it in a 
freezer. 

Next is the impressive part, work- 
ing with the phyllo dough. The dough 
can be purchased frozen from most 
grocery stores. 

Below are step-by-step instructions 
for wrapping the chicken mixture. 

• Spread' flat two sheets of the 
dough, with the narrow ends on the 
top and bottom . Be careful - they 
are fragile. 

• With a pastry brush, spread 
melted butter over most of the dough

Proposal A, which will increase the 
state sales tax from 4 to 4 1/2 cents, 
collects an additional $380 to $400 
million new dollars for education: or 
Proposal B. which will increase the 
sales tax to 6 cents, resulting in an 
additional $280 million new dollars 
for the schools. 

However, if Proposal B is 
approved, property owners across 
the stale will see a reduction in their 
property taxes. State lawmakers 
say that if Proposal B is approved 
the average non-business, primarily 
home and farm, property tax would 
be decreased by 12.7 or 38 percent, 
while average business property 
taxes would be reduced by 7.7 mills 
or 23 percent. A mill represents $1 of 
property tax for each $1,000 of state 
equalized property value. 

If both Proposal A and Proposal B 
are approved, the proposal with the 
greater number of "yes” votes will 
be enacted. The sales tax would be- 
come effective as of January 1, 1990. 

Moreover, food and drugs would 


continue to be exempt from the sales 
tax, Additionally, residents with in- 
comes below 150 percent of the offi- 
cial property level would not have to 
pay sales tax on electricity and heat- 
ing fuel. 

Most school boards and teachers’ 
unions are supporting Proposal A: 
while local legislators, among them 
S e n a t o r W i M i a m Faust (D- 
Westland), State Representatives 
Justine Barns (D-Westlaiid), James 
Kosteva ( D -Can ton Township), Wil- 
liam Keith (D-Garden City), Lynn 
Owen tD-Sumpter Township), and 
Gerald H. Law (R- Plymouth) are 
backing Proposal B. 

There are some strings attached 
to Proposal A : 

• The proposal doesn't contain 
provisions to change the reliance on 
property tax for funding education: 

• Although the proposal doesn’t 
specify the way the proceeds of the 
sales tax increase will be distributed 
to local districts, it was the legisla- 
tive intent that $285 million be distri- 
buted through a revised school aid 
formula; the remaining $115 will be 
used to fund "quality”, that is, core 
curriculum, school accreditation 
provisions of the 1989 School Aid 
Act; 

• The provisions to constitutional-

Exact language of the two ballot proposals which will appear 
before Michigan voters Nov. 7 follows. 

■ PROPOSAL A - A proposal to increase the sales/ use tax from 4 
cents to 4 1 12 cenLs per dollar and constitutionally dedicate funds for 
local schools. 

The proposed constitutional amendment would: 

1) Constitutionally dedicate to schools: 

a. 1/2 cent increase in sales/usc tax; 

b. Current statutory revenues sources, including lottery profits 
and some cigarette /liquor taxes; 

e. Increased share of existing sales/use tax (51 to 68 percent) to 
substantially replace annual school appropriation. 

2) Distribute dedicated funds to school districts as provided by 
law. 

3) Activate increased statutory [xmaity to deny 100 percent of 
state funds to schools not adopting core curriculum and improve- 
ment plans. 

Should this proposal be adopted? Yes or no. 

■ PROPOSAL B - A proposal to increase the sales/use tax from 4 
cents to 6 cents per dollar, reduce school property taxes, set perma- 
nent operating millage not subject to voter renewal and constitu- 
tionally dedicate funds for local schools. 

The proposed constitutional amendment would: 

1> Constitutionally dedicate to schools: 

a. 2 cent increase in sales/use tax; 

b. Current statutory revenue sources, including lottery profits 
and some cigarette /liquor taxes; 

c. Increased share of existing sales/use tax (51 to 75 percent) to 
substantially replace annual school appropriation. 

2\ Reduce property taxes in most school districts. Replace school 
taxes with permanent statewide millage (9 mills on residential/ 
farm; 14 mills on businesses) plus non-voted local millage not 
subject to voter rollback. Limit voter-approved increases to 4 mills. 

3) Set per-pupil funding guarantees subject to change by law 
requiring 2/3 vote. 

4) Activate increased statutory penalty to deny all non- 
guaranteed state funds to schools not adopting core curriculum and 
improvement plans.

Election officials always hope for 
a large turnout at the polls. The two 
school proposals are expected to 
help make their wishes come true. 

“We are expecting a lot of people 
because there is a lot of interest in 
the school proposals/* * said Wayne 
City Clerk Norma Collop. 

But if residents didn't register by 
Oct. 10, they might as well stay home 
because they won't be allowed to 
vote. Voters must also be a United 


States citizen and more than 18 
years old by Nov. 7 in order to cast 
ballots. 

If an individual moved to a new 
community and wasn't able regis- 
ter, they may vote in their old pre- 
cinct. 

Voters are also allowed to send in 
an absentee ballot if they meet one of 
the following requirements: 

• If he or she expects to be absent 
from the community in which they 
are registered for the entire time the 


polls are open on election day. 

• If he or she is physically unable 
to attend the polls without the assist- 
ance of another. 

• If he or she cannot attend the 
polls because of tenets of there reli- 
gion 

* If he or she have been appointed 
an election precinct inspector in a 
precinct other than the precinct 
where they reside, 

* If he or she is at least 60 years 
old. 


* If he or she cannot attend the 
polls because they are confined to 
jail awaiting arraignment or trial. 

Deadlines for submissions of 
absentee ballots may be obtained 
from your city clerk These votes 
are counted just as those cast on 
election day at the polls. 

An individual's right to vote is 
sacred, and any attempt to restrict 
that right should be directed to the 
city clerk immediately.

ly specify the revenues for the 
School Aid Fund will establish a 
minimum level of funding for K 
through 12 public education. Law- 
makers say that this will mean that 
school funding would be somewhat 
protected from theups-and-downs of 
the economy. 

Proposal B is the more complex of 
the two proposals, but it does have a 
reduction in property taxes attached 
to its provisions. 

Here are some of the basic provi- 
sions of Proposal B, according to 
state lawmakers: 

• Increase the sales and use tax 
rate from 4 percent to 6 percent, and 
earmark the additional 2 percent for 
funding of K through 12 education; 

• Establish a state property tax of 
9 mills on nonbusiness property and 
14 mills on business property for the 
purpose of school funding; 

* Provide for a local foundation 
miilage of at least 8 mills for most 
school districts; 

* Provide local school districts 
with the option of levying four addi- 
tional mills, if approved by voters. 
Such miilage requests would be li- 
mited to two per year; 

* Constitutionally dedicate ex- 
isting School Aid Fund Revenues, all 
net lottery revenues and interests, 
the net proceeds from the state prop- 
erty tax and the additional sales tax 
to the newly established State 
Account for Education, replacing 
the current State School Aid Fund; 

• Guarantee a 10-percent increase 


in 1990-91 for specific categoricals 
for districts (transportation, voca- 
tional education and intermediate 
school district); 

e Provide that the new constitu- 
tional funding requirements for 
schools can be changed by a law re- 
quiring a 2/3 vote of each house of 
the legislature; 

* And require the state board of 
education to submit a report every 
five years to the legislature with re- 
commendations for improving 
school performance. 

Proposal B also would shelf the 
current "Headlee" provision that 
requires school districts to lower 
taxes when total assessed property 
value increase faster than inflation. 

Opponents of Proposal B say, if 
approved, schools would be taken 
out of the hands of local residents 
and be placed in the hands of the 
legislators. They also argue that, be- 
cause property values seem to in- 
crease over the years, the local and 
state governments w r ould “ recap- 
ture" taxes as the property values 
went up. One other point opponents 
stress is that property taxes can be 
deducted from federal returns, 
while state sales taxes can’t be de- 
ducted. 

Over the past decade, lawmakers 
have been urged to tackle the way 
schools are financed in the state be- 
cause of the inequities in the present 
system. Some of the richer school 
districts have available to them 
more than $7,000 per student; while 
the poorer struggle on less than 
$2,500 per student.

Local citizens should be aware 
when voting next week of the respon- 
sibilities of the city or township 
clerk's office. 

All polls must be open from 7 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. They cannot open or close 
earlier or later, according to state 
and federal laws. 

When voting, registered voters 
are not required to bring any mate- 
rials. They will be asked to complete 
a voting application, which poll 
workers use to verify the registra- 
tion. 

Joann Tadrick, a former deputy 
clerk in Van Buren Township, who is 
currently helping with election work 
in Canton Township, said voters will 
then receive verification, which she 
called a "ticket to admission.’ 1 


Voters who wish to use absentee 
ballots may obtain them until 2 p.m. 
Saturday from the local clerk's 
office. Those who obtain the ballots 
in person must vote in their clerk’s 
office. Those who receive the ballots 
by mail must have their ballots re- 
turned to the local clerk before 8 
p.m. Tuesday. 

Foiling places are also required 
by state law to be accessible to hand- 
icapped residents. 

Tadrick and other election work- 
ers are often frustrated by local 
elections, because voter turnout 
tends to be minimal when a pres- 
idential race is not on the ballot. 

"We sometimes feel like we’re 
having a party and no one shows 
up/' one election worker explained.
